We greet tlie friends of Notre Dame and St. 
Mary’s. 

It may be well to exiJlain to them tbe object of 
The Scholastic Teah : 

It bas been undertaken in order to give to‘ pa- 
rents frequent accounts of tbe institutions in 
wbicb they bave placed tbeir children ; institu- 
tions in wbicb tbe parents’" hearts must be, so 
long as tlieir clnldren remain, and of wbicb all 
who bave visited, it retain, we hope, a pleasing 
remembrance. 

We wish to convey to jjarents, in a less formal 
way than by tbe Monthly Bulletin of Classes and 
Conduct, wbicb is sent to tbe jiarents of each stu- 
dent, all tbe news that may concern tbeir children. 

We shall give an accountf'of all tbe arrivals at 
tbe College and Academy, both of students and 
friends ; of the general and relative progress of 
the' classes ; of those students who distinguish 
themselves in class, in study, and athletic sports,-^ 
and many other interesting items, wbicb, though 
not of importance in tbe great world; are of great ' 
moment in tbe “ Student- World,” and will be ex- 
tremely interesting to jjarents. They (tbe pa- 
rents) will see la vie intimc — “tbe Family Circle” — 
of tbe College, and can form a good idea of tbe 
life tbeir children lead. 

As tbe year goes on we shall also give, either 
entire, if short, or in part, if long, tbe best com- 
positions from tbe classes. In order to make The 
Scholastic Year a healthy and long-lived paper 
we bave connected it with the Ate Maria, a well- 
established periodical, ^\'^bave engrafted tbe 
tender bud on a strong and vigorous tree. But 
The Scholastic Year will be adjoined only to 
tbe edition of tbe Ave Maria intended for parents. 

However, as tbe Ave Maria- is a strictly Cathr 
olic paper, if any of tbe parents object to recei ve it, 
we beg them on tbe reception of this first num- 
ber of The Scholastic Year, wbicb is sent to all, 
to inform us of their unwillingness, iilucb as we 
are interested in tbe causertbr which tbe Ave Ma- 


ria is published — much as we wish to increase its 
circulation — we do not wish to force it on any one 
by tacking it to this publication. We beg to be told 
immediately, if any one bas an objection to receiv- 
ing tbe Ave SIarla wdtb The Scholastic Ye.tVR, 
and w’e shall send, if desired, The Scholastic 
Ye.\r without tbe Ave Maria.

He is young, and of course needs constant super*, 
vision over his morals, as well as mental develop- 
ment ; but I have every confidence in the watch- 
fulness, care, and discipline for which your Uni- 
versity has acquired so wide a rejrutatiou, and 
hope that he may be found docile and observant 
of all the rules of the Institution, and that you 
may have no cause of serious complaint, .h&'is, 
perhaps, unnecessary for me to say that I desire, 
above all things, that he should be well grounded 
in the knowledge of our religion, and in its 
practice, exemplary. He has made his first Com- 
munion some time ago, and Ldesire that he should 
go to his duties regularly, and that he should 
be instructed in the value of the ijractice, not on 
account of any mle of the Institution, but on ac- 
count of the spiritual advantages to be gained 
thereby. But, I see that my anxiety has led me 
into unnecessary suggestions on a point, which I 
feel every confidence will not~be neglected. You 
know what I mean and feel, and so let it go at that. 

I wish my son to pursue the regular classical 
course of your Institution until he shall have 
completed it. .

— Among the 
distinguished arrivals which have signalized the 
ojiening of classes at our University, we take 
pleasure in noticing that of Right Reverend 
Dr. Luers, Bishop of Fort Wayne, who arrived 
here -on Frida 5 ' morning, on his way back to 
Fort Wayne. We are glad to say that our Bish- 
op appeared to be enjoying excellent health and 
spirits. • 


The L-arge BELi/continues to be thh chief at- 
traction at Notre Dame. It has been found by 
experience already .that a great deal depends on 
the ringing. Some say the full, sound has never 
been brought out yet. It would be a good idea 
to have a regular field day at the bell — a sort of 
ringing tournament, to which all the classes and 
orders which compose our population — students 
of each of the three departments— apiirentices to 
each trade, etc. — should send select men; and 
then we could find but w'ho the best ringers are. 
If this idea is carried out, previous convocations 
must be held, and care taken by the electors to 
choose the most athletic. At present it is the 
common opinion that the blacksmiths are the best 
ringers at Notre Dame, but even they were sur- 
passed by the gentlemanly visitors who kindly 
volunteered to ring it last Sunday after Mass. A 
scale of inches should be fixed to the framework 
to mark how high the edge of the bell rises above 
it, so that the relative merits of the ringing may 
be determined with mathematical jirecision. 


The Eagle.— Many of our old friends will re- 
member tlie Eagle of the saintly days of yore, 
which used to be a great object of interest at 
-Notre Dame. For many years after the decease 
of tins venerated old creature, the College was 
without a feathered pet. There was a parrot in 
the office, it is true, and Brother Plorentius has 
long been famous for his canary birds. But 
these were too individualized or local in their re- 
spective spheres to merit the name of universal 
favorites. We are happy to say, however, that 
Master Page pf Milwaukee, in bringing a magr 
nificent live bald Eagle to the College, has sup- 
plied the want so long felt. The Eagle is per: 
fectly reconciled to his change of quarters. We 
left him eating raw beef and doing well. Some 
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pretend to tMnk that he is the original eagle 
mentioned as having been chased by the monkey 
all around the liberty imle to the air of “Pop 
goes the 'Weasel,” and there is apparently some 
reason for the belief. He certainly displays an 
open-beaked hostility to the advances of such 
college monkeys as have hitherto sought to culti- 
vate a more intimate acquaintance, by poking 
their fingers in between the bars of his cage. 
This ^argues a deep-seated, and no doubt well- 
grounded, antipathy, such as would evidently re- 


sult from the sad experience to which we have 
alluded. 


An Act of V^vxdalism:. — We are averse — most 
decidedly averse, to interfering with our neigh- 
bors’ aftliivs. But there are social rights to be 
considered,, as Avell as legal rights, and sometimes 
what is legally only private property becomes 
a matter of .public interest. For instance, has a 
man who has purchased a v»mrk of art inimitable 
of its kind — a painting by one of the old masters 
for instance — has such a man, we ask, the right 
wantonly to destroy or mutilate it, although he 
may be the legal possessor? In the name of all 
that is aesthetic we answer, “Ho !” What, then, 
must be our feelings at witnessing the destruction 
of a tree whose remarkable form has given rise to 


a long series of endearing associations to the 


sojourners at Hotre Dame? We allude to the 
natural Cross iu the garden behind St, Joseph’s 
Novitiate, hitherto an important feature of the 
landscape, as you look towards the College from 
the Northwest side of the lake. We noticed 
yesterday morning that the wood-cuttem -we 
ought to say the Ostro goths — were busy at its 
'time-worn and venerated trunk, and they had 
already proceeded too fiir on their unhallowed 
work for the intercession of a friend to be of any 
avail. We hope that this is the last act of Van- 
dalism that the authorities will tolerate. Our 
groves have already !)cen too much reduced for 
the interests of the picture.«que, and now that 
turf , has been substituted for wood in the im- 
portant articlp of fuel, we can see no reasonable 
motive for their further decimation.
